There will be many such hospitals, in Canada required 
to care for those wounded, bodily or mentally, overseas. 
Many buildings erected and equipped to train men in 
the arts of war, will be put to use in the compassionate 
art of healing, if possible, the wounds of war. 

A visit to any military hospital emphasizes anew the 
thought that a couptry must surely be a great and good 
country to merip'sueh sacrifice from the flower of na¬ 
tionhood. The care and thought for these men must be 
such that they can never rightly feel that their sacrifice 
was accepted without gratitude or appreciation. Every 
skill known to science must (je made available to heal 
broken bodies and spirits, no matter what the national 
cost may be. • 

There is perhops more assurance of care and solid, 
tilde for those in hospital, than for those who bear no 
visible marks of what they have endured. But no man 
exposed to active service in the air, on land or on the 
seas, who will not carry invisible scars from-this ex¬ 
perience. Thought for the healing of these invisible 
scars must be carried not only by the government but 
by families, communities and service groups. It must be 
expressed not only in the payment of continued taxa¬ 
tion but in individual associations. Society at home will 
expect tofi much of men who have been burned out, ex¬ 
hausted under the fierce fire of battle. The period of 
adjustment, of slowing up to the routine and responsi-- 
bilities of civilian life, will call for understanding and 
patience. The demands of wur are spectacular and ex¬ 
plosive. The demands of the long stretch after the war 
will be the slow, often discouraging process of rebuild¬ 
ing lives. 

But that is the debt which this and other countries 
owe their fighting men. A country which calls for such 
sacrifice from young men on the threshold of life, dare 
not honorably prove unworthy of that sacrifice. The 
.well worn phrase “A country fit for heroes to live in,” 
should be made reality.

Stinking smut of wheat is increas¬ 
ing at an slanning rate. In the 
inspection year, August 1st, 1943. 
to July 31st, 1944, 363 cars graded 
‘smutty.’ The year before, only 
157. This ypar, from August 1st 
to December 17th, only four and 
a half monthl^347 «tre have Ijeen 
classed ‘smutty.’ 4 

Farmers would be wise to remem¬ 
ber the following facts: 

1. Thatcher is more susceptible 
to stinking smut than any of 
the well known varieties except 
Red Bobs and Reward. 

2. Cold soil provides favourable 
conditions lor the development 
of the disease. Very early sow¬ 
ing and cold weather after 
seeding increase the likelihood 
of smut in the crop if the seed 
is smutty. 

3. A farmer may get by with 
straight grade wheat for years 
in spite of the presence of 
some smut. Then, due to a 
gradual increase of the disease 
or a sudden increase due to 
particularly favourable condi¬ 
tions, he may suffer a loss of 
about $200.00 per car as a 
result of smut. 

4. Stinking smut causes loss in 
yields as well as in grade. . 

5. Treatment with a mercurial 
dust costs about 5 cents, plus 
labour and equipment, per 
bushel of seed. 

6. Formalin often 'seriously re¬ 
tards and weakens germination 
and, thus, encourages weeds 
and reduces yields. 

7. Seed treatment, properly 
carried out, will control the 
disease.

The economist 
says that history, has presented this 
country as a frozen land without nat¬ 
ural wealth, but the world is shifting. 
The North has come into- its own. Tn« 
wealth of the Indies and tropical spi¬ 
ces have givenWray to the staple pro¬ 
ducts of forest and field, the metals 
under the rocks, the cataracts of wa¬ 
ter power. 

Life, stimulated with new energy, 
moves north. _ 

“Nations mainly live on their soil 
and the assets in Canada are as good 
as various areas which support 100 
million people. 

“If France can carry. 40 .million in¬ 
habitants, so can the valley of th P> 
St. Lawrence, which includes among 
much else the beautiful and fertile 
peninsula of western Ontario. Or look 
at the country still empty! Uppei ■ 
British Columbia (latitude 56 to 60 
degrees) has, in Census Districts No. 
9 and No. 10, an area of 170,000 
square miles and a (pre-war) popula¬ 
tion 25,000 neople. It has a climate 
similar to that of Sweden, with a 
work again in a large wav. I think 
sources at least comparable, possibly 
better. Sweden is of the same size 
(173,000 square miles) and supports 
a nopulation of 6% million. 

“Canada has an area 3,694.863 miles 
and a population of 13 million. This 
leaves out all the resources of the 
great North West Territories, which 
may be a monstrous omission, but are 
still largely unknown. , 

“Take food. To raise one-fifth of 
the wheat the whole world eats we 
use only 22 million of a possible 253 
million acres of arable land. Any 
field crops could be increased three 
times over if intensive cultivation 
were necessary. The soil of Canada 
could feed all western civilization. Ev¬ 
en with increase of feed crops for men 
and animals, there would still be land 
to raise six billion hens. 

“There is no limit to coastal fisher¬ 
ies and what they can harvest. Pro¬ 
ductive forests cover 770,000 square 
miles. Sawmill material accessible 
would build 25 million frame houses. 
Canada has 1600 billion cords oi 
wood that might warm its people or 
make pulpwood. > 

“Alberta alone has 16,588 known 
square miles of coal beds containing 
over 1000 billion tons. With present 
population this would last 82,000 
years after which Canadians would 
fall back on water power which is 
eternal. In available potential water¬ 
power the country has 33 million 
horsepower, about one-tenth more 
than all the waterpower developed in 
all Europe up to the war. So far not 
a quarter of this has been developed 
and there is a great unknown reserve. 

“Mineral resources can only be de¬ 
scribed as colossal, so far most of the 
development being in the Canadian 
shield. The formations of the shield 
include rare and valuable metals with 
86% of the world's nickel produced. 
Canada is second only to South Af¬ 
rica in gold. —* 

“Why is Canada not supporting 100 
million people? Because it has not 
yet cast off the burden of a bad name 
of ice and snow. Also we Canadians 
have been misled by the myth of for¬ 
eign markets as necessary to.exist¬ 
ence. I do not deny the merits of for¬ 
eign trade, nor the national suicide 
which would come by excluding out¬ 
side trade. But we can get a great 
deal by home production. All we need 
is enough of us busy enough. 

“Obviously certain areas of the 
country seem overcrowded, but the 
whole scene is illusion. Canada is 
as empty as ever, almost; still abuno- 
ant room, abundant opportunity—life 
and all that makes it sweet, waiting 
here for uncounted millions of people 
—serene sky, and empty plain, and 
rivers murmuring in the forest—the 
temple of Nature, where we crowd 
and wrangle around the entrances. 

“Canada can Support 100 million 
people. Bring them along!”

According to T. Main, manager of 
Ducks Unlimited, the duck population 
on the continent has increased from 
35 million in 1937, to a present total 
of 140 million. Much credit for this 
goes to Ducks Unlimited, for its pro¬ 
jects large and small to restore for¬ 
mer nesting areas. - 

A great deal of work has been done 
in Albeita because Alberta i? one of 
the most important places, the con¬ 
servationist said. The greatest losses 
of ducks are sustained at the nesting 
grounds and not at the hands 01 
hunteis. Approximately 12,000,000 
ducks were killed by hunters on the 
North American continent last year, 
while it is estimated that probably 
100,000,000 of the potential ducks and 
ducklipgs died from other causes in 
1944.. - 

Eighty per cent of the ducks on this 
continent rnest north of . the interna¬ 
tional boundary. Mr. Mam said. Sev¬ 
enty per cent of the birds nest in tiie 
thrqe prairie provinces and in the 
Northwest Territories. It is in these 
nesting grounds that the potential 
iluck crop suffers its most serious 
loss. Well over 70 per cent of this 
potential crop, estimated last year at 
about 84,000,000 birds, was lost be¬ 
fore the ducks reached the hunters.

It was suggested that each town or 
vmage nave a sub-committee of its 
own, as some have already done, witn 
a view to post-war planning. On such 
a committee civic bouies, service emus 
the Canadian Legion and women’s or¬ 
ganizations should be represented. 

The overall plan as outlined by Mr. 
Andeison is to explore eveiy need in 
Aiberta, every possible source of 
employment, every way of utilizing 
AiOeita resources and utilizing them 
for use and for employment. To that 
end sub-committees' have beei^ at 
work in agriculture, industries, pub¬ 
lic works, natural resources, social 
welfare, finance, education and voca¬ 
tional training, and already the pro¬ 
vincial committee has gathered con- 
siaeiable data and received many re¬ 
commendations for post-war projects. 
Albeita is being organized into 25 
regions and on January 4 the chair¬ 
man and secretary of eachjegion are 
to go to Edmonton at government ex¬ 
pense for more specific direction and 
information. 

The completed survey of the prov¬ 
ince will provide information on needs 
of the homes in rural and urban ar¬ 
eas, in respect to renovation, equip¬ 
ment, etc. Farms will be surveyed as 
to size, nature of soil, type of produc¬ 
tion, further possilfilities of produc¬ 
tion, most essential requirements in 
machinery, manpower, etc. Business 
and existing resources in minerals, 
lumber and so on will be similarly ex¬ 
plored, all with a view to possible ex¬ 
pansion and employment. 

The municipal districts will be 
queried for information on questions 
of power, gas, transportation, tele¬ 
phone service and such facilities. All 
the shortages that a present exist, all 
the projects which might-be’under¬ 
taken will come within the data gath¬ 
ered. . 

At this point Mr. Anderson referr¬ 
ed to the encouragement which has 
been given to new industries in the 
province under the department of 
Trade and Industry. He had with him 
a number of products-made in Alberta 
all of high quality. Most of these 
were an eye-opener to his audience as 
it was not realized how far small Ai-- 
berta factories had gomvin production 
of motors, blankets, pottery, bricks, 
insulating materials, plastics and so 
on, all from Alberta materials. 

“The skill and resources of the prov 
ince can be more fully used to serve 
the people of the province and at 
greatly reduced cost” he said, illus¬ 
trating by the articles on display 
which had been produced out o{ raw 
materials to be found in abundance in 
Alberta. The plan is to diversify in¬ 
dustry, to encourage establishment of 
small factories, and to put to more ef¬ 
fective use the resources and know¬ 
ledge which we have.. 

Each region or sub-region might 
have suggestions based on resources 
at hand or contemplated projects. Or¬ 
ganization will give such plans more 
effective hacking. “And it is most 
important,” added Mr; Anderson, 
‘‘that we work in harmony with Ot¬ 
tawa. Money available will be fun¬ 
nelled through Edmonton and the. 
purpose of the provincial survey is to 
see that money is spent wisely and to 
Some good end.” A 

To illustrate the mechanical advan¬ 
ces, which have been perfected and 
speeded up under war impetus, the 
sneaker specified many products from 
Carfa(lian factories which were finding 
markets 1:1 remotest parts of the 
world—in'the Ukraine, Siberia. China 
and so on. He spoke of the high 
quality of thi .output in the comneti- 
tive field, and the possibilities of re¬ 
taining and expanding markets. 

* In conclusion Mr. Anderson men¬ 
tioned maps which had been made up, 
carrying data on raw resources, fac¬ 
tories already estahliahed, power and 
ras facilities and alHwrdt information 
that would appeal to any eomnany 
seeking to establish industrial plants 
or to invest capital in Alberta. These 
mans will be wide'\ circulated Th»v 
may not bear fruit immediately. hut 
Alberta’s raw products are so rich end 
so diversified, that eventually they 
cannot fail to be effective. 


Canada is the second highest per 
capita consumer of oil in the world, 
and is at present producing only 
about 15% of the oil consumed. Be¬ 
cause so much is used and so little 
produced, oil production rantu highly 
as essential in Canada. 

C. O. Nickle, writing in Financial 
1’ost, tells of present oil development 
piogrum in western Canada, centring 
io Alberta. He tells of the search for 
oil which is the biggest and moat 
widespread in the history of the weet, 
numbering amongst participants the 
world’s leading oil companies and 
Canadian independents. 

“Western, Canada's potential oil¬ 
hearing areas covers around 675,000 
square miles. Within it are about 
375,000 square miles in a triangle ex¬ 
tending from the U.S. border on the 
south, Winnipeg on the east, northern 
Albeita on the north, and the foothills 
on the west. The arfea also includes 
around 40,000 square miles in the 
northeast corner of British Columbia, 
some 450,000 square miles in the Mac¬ 
kenzie River basin of the North West 
Territories, and some 10,000 square 
miles'lit the heud of the Peel River in 
the-Wind River basin of the Yukon 
Territories. 

“Prime centres of oil development 
in this huge possible oil area are the 
pluins and loothills of Alberta. With 
the exception of the Norman Wells in 
the Mackenzie River Basin, Alberta is 
the only part of the possible oil area 
currently on a production basis. In 
addition to the major Turner Valley 
field, Alberta has prqduced uor is 
producing crude oil in tome 20 differ¬ 
ent localities.” 

The writer tells of the great num¬ 
bers o fgeological parties engaged in 
seeking oil field. Seventy per cent of, 
tnese parties are concentrated in the 
foothills and planes of Alberta. 
Amongst big companies are Imperial 
California, Standard (subsidiary of 
Standard Oil), Shell Oil, McCall- 
Frontenac, Gulf Research, Socony- 
Vacuum, Phillips Petroleum, Cana¬ 
dian owned British American Oil Co. 
Also independent companies such as 
Calgary and Edmonton Corp.; Anglo- 
Canadian, Home Oil etc. There are a 
large number of co-operative ven¬ 
tures with two or more companies 
providing backing. 


INTOLERANCE

There are ominious signs in Ameri¬ 
ca that the hatred which has engulfed 
Euiope and other parts of the world 
is taking root in this land of the tree.

Attending this conference in Salt 
Lake City were nine veterans of the 
100th infantry, composed of Japanese- 
Americans from Hawaii, who had 
fought valiantly against the Germans 
at Salerna and in south France. It 
will be difficult for them to under¬ 
stand the action of the Hood River 
Legionaires. 

Free men, no matter what their na¬ 
tionality or color, are fighting on ev¬ 
ery battlefront in the world today to 
destroy the theory of a master race. 
Racial intolerance should have no 
place in America.
